ECONOMY OF WOMEN. 


i« Amount Required to Keep • 8octa0 


Light In Banning Order. 


Iii a recent letter upon the aristoc- 


racy of England a writer said that the 
English women, would be surprised to 
:noir that the Americans, whose taste 
n dress is so greatly admired over 
here, pay as high as £20 to £25 lor a 
bonnet. That statement aroused the 
uriosity of many feminine readers. 
Wio pays $100 to $125 for a bonnet? 
L'hey did not know any one who did, 
ind yet it might be true. But it seems 
t is not true. The most fashionable 
milliner in New York says so. She 
jets more for hats and bonnets than uny 
one else in town, so that her word on 
the subject is final. 


'It is absurd," she said. "We could 


easily make hats and bonnets that 
would be woith that price, but no one 
would buy them. Do you know how 
much the mostfashionable and wealthy 
ladies in town want to get their bonnets 
for? Twenty-live dollars. We get 185 
and sometimes $40 for a bonnet, but 
these prices are mainly for imported 
ones. There's not much money in an 
imported bonnet at those figures. Take 
one that costs 100 francs in Paris; that's 
$20. 
Add 50 per cent duty; that's $10, 


or $80 in all. So that when you take 
the risk of its not pleasing and your 
help and rent into consideration, your 
profit is small. Of course, all our im- 
ported goods are from Paris. There' 
nothing tasteful or pretty made for 
women in London. They dress thr 
men well there, but women arc obligci! 
to look to Paris for styles." 


This milliner said that women are 


very economical. They compare f.vvor- 
ably with the men in this respect. 
They may pay $25 foi a bonnet, but 
they insist on getting the worth <>i 
their money. 
"Give a man $100 anil ,\ 


woman $100," said she, "and see wh.it 
each will do. The woman will bring 
hojjle ft lot of things. The man will 
smoke up cigars, drink wine, and get 
up a dinner for his friends. Ho will 
have nothing loft but a headache for 
his money." Whether this comparison 
be true or not, recent researches into 
the fashions adopted by the ladies re- 
vealed the fact that it t.ikes an enor- 
mous amount of money to satisfy a 
woman of fashion. It has been found 
that bonnets come as high as $40, seal- 
skin sacques are bought every day for 
$600 to $GOO, and i-oats of Russian sable 
are worn by Indies whose husbands 
paid $4,000 for them 
The tailor-made 


cloth walking-suits average $100 in 
cost and only foVrn one in the series of 
four dresses needed for a lady's daily 
changes. 
Her afternoon home dress is 


likely to cost $75 or $100, her evening 
dress, if in the height of fashion, will 
cost $400 to $500, and she needs a $-'5 
wrapper to wear at her toilet before 
breakfast and a wrapper worth $3.r> to 
$60 to wear at breakfast. The Broad- 
way shopping establishments now keep 
on hand silk underclothing at $Sfi a 
suit, chemises at $60, skirts at $50 to 
$60, drawers at $35 to $60, stockings at 
$12 a pair, and corsets at $25.

much in dress," said a store-keeper the 
other day, "as it is deemed necessaiy 
for a rich Woman to spend if she wants 
to keep up to the standard set by other 
wealthy women."—N. Y. »S«??.

tions and ncaily as many families, besides the 
rapidly growing towns 
For three months 


the Chicago and Northwestern road brought 
six coaches full of immigrants daily, besides 
a much larger number who came on freight 
trains with their household stuff. 
It is 


claimed that in one season that road brought 
here 80,000 immigrants and prospectors. For 
one year two land onVes of Dakota did more 
business than all those in the other territories 
and all tho far west states except Kansas and 
Nebraska. It was the great invasion of cen- 
tral Dakota—a "rash" not equa'ed piobably 
mthe most exciting days of California or 
Pike's Peak For a while vast tracts were 
taken as fast as they could be surveyed; and 
then whole townships were occupied by 
squatters in advance of the survey, they de- 
ciding disputed claims by lot and agreeing to 
stand bv each other for logal location 
One 


township fifty miles away was taken in a 
body by 144 squatters, one for each quarter 
section, and w hen the survey was completed 
they marched in as a battalion and flled It 
is scarcely necessary to add that no later 
comers interfered with them. 


Beadle county, of which Huron is the cap- 


ital, is seven townships long and five wide, 
thus containing 1,'^liO squat o miles, so the

to eat. Every body in Pers>ia "oats" in 
this peculiar sense, fiom the Grand 
Vizier down to the lowest menial The 
wages of the soldiery are "eaten" 
(wrongfully appropriated as it would 
euphoniously be termed in this coun- 
try) by their officeis, beginning with 
the Minister of War, the third son of 
the Shah, down to tlie Captains and 
Lieutenants. The wages of the sen-ants 
are swallowed up, thiee-fourths by the 
stewards «nd head servants, before the 
money gets into the servants' own. 
hands. The taxes of a province are 
partaken of by the collectors, moou- 
shees (secretaries) and mirzas (scribes) 
bcfoie reaching their ultimate destina- 
tion. The money paid out by the Shah 
to repair one of his cardboard palaces 
is "eaten" up on the way and never 
gets there at all. Once his Majesty put 
aside a certain specified sum, intended 
for the rebuilding of a pavilion, for six 
successive seasons, but nothing was 
done. It was only the seventh time, 
when he threatened to make the re- 
sponsible party a head shorter if the 
money were stolen again, that the 
building was fitted up, and it is said 
that even then two-thirds of the money 
went into intermediate pockets. The 
salaries of the Government officials go 
the same way. Another species of rob- 
hery, legalized by centuries of custom, 
Is termed "inudakhil." It is athievish 
commission, exacted by the paid em- 
ploye, servant or official on every thing 
purchased for the employer. As long 
as the mudakhil remains within reason' 
able bounds, varying from ten to forty 
per cent, it is considered the proper 
thing. A man not transgressing these 
limits may proudly call himself an hon- 
est man in Persia. If he goes beyond 
that he loses caste, though probably 
nothing else.—Wolf von Schierbrcmd, m 
N. Y. Graphic.
